SILVER MEN GONTROL CREDENTIALS 


Some Louisville Delegates Are Dropped. 
There Will Bea Great Fight on the 
Floor Overthe Piatiorm. 


Conventicu Hall, Louisville, Ky., June 
25.—(Special)—The democratic convention 
called to order today was the biggest, most 
excited and turbulent that the history of 
the party has ever known. In atiendance it 
Surpasséed any other held for a genceraticn. 
The republican convention of two weeks 
ago became a bagatelle in comparison. But 
its size was a small matter. 

Interest in the currency question Is so 
Sreat that every delegate came here ith 
his nerves strained to the last degree cf 
tension. Yet with all the desire for har- 
mony has been evident from the start. Nev- 
er before were there so many complications, 
for the flood of candidates crossed and 1re- 
crossed each other and the ghost of the 
banget, the dreadful finalcial problem, kept 
Waving its ghostly form before the affright- 
ed eyes of the convention. 

Parker Watkins Hardin, the free silver 
candidate for governor, hus a big following 
among the ‘‘sound’’ money men, and Cassius 
M. Clay, his opponent, some support 
from the very stronghold of free coinage. 
The number of prominent men brought to- 
gether is also unequaled. Both United 
States senators, three ex-governors ,and 
every @ongressman in the delegation @re 
among the delegates or werking for their 
friends or currency views, the division of 
Sentiment among, them being quite as 
great as with the rank andi file. At the very 
first crack Senator Blackburn was turned 
down by the goldbugs, who also captured 
eight out of the eleven congressional dis- 
trict members of the imittee on resolu- 
tions. Senator Blackburn was nominated 
for a place on this committee at the meet- 
ing of his congressional disetrict, but was 
defeated by Professor Arthur Yeager, of 
Georgetown college, a “sound” money ad- 
vocate. This advantage was duplicated in 
seven of the districts. Congressman J. B. 
McCreary was one of the winners. Second 
blood for sound money. 

But Will It Be Indorsed? 

It was apparent at once that the gold 
standard men would write the platforrna, 
thoveh it was as agoubtful as ever that the 
@onvention would indorse ft: The sflver 
men apparently had their innings in the 
temporary organization, when they élected 
ex-Congressman Beckner chairman 
ex-Congressman Stone, the goldbug 
Gate, by a vote of 14814 to 120%. 

Beckner made a very good speech, 
harmony and submission to the will 
majority. When he referred to silver the 
hall was rent with yells and when he 
praised Cleveland’s honesty and courage 
another demonstration took place. 

When he had concluded the organization 
Was completed and then the chairman gave 
the silverites a shock by dividing the com- 
mitteemen from ‘the state large among 
the two factions. On the ‘form. com- 
mittee he named Senator Lindsay and Con- 
gressman Claridy, reprvesentatively gold 
and silver men, but not extremists. The 
sound money men then had an overwhelm- 
ing preponderance on the committee.

THE DAY IN 


Both Sides Are Prepared To Do Some 
Hard Fighting. 

Louisville, Ky., June 25.—At a late hour 
it looks as though business had come to an 
end for the night inthe democratic conven- 
tion. For hours there has been noth’ng but 
noise and confusion on the part-of the 
vast assemblage which completely fills 
Music hall. Every effort of the chairman 
up to 10:30 o’clock to restore order has been 
ineffectual. Hundreds of motions have 
been made and none put to a vote and 
the entire session has been one continuous 
pandemonium. 

At the day session the gold advocates 
claim they achieved a decided victory in 
the election of Judge William M. Beckner 
to the temporary chairmanship. The vote 
was 44814 for Beckner to 419% for W. J. 
Stone. Stone is an out-and-out opponent 
of free silver. The vote, it is claimed, 
was a test of the respective strength of 
the Clay and Hardin factions. The Hardin 
men believe that ‘their candidate showed 
enough strength to win, but the Clay men 
say there will be some changes when a 
bailot for governor is taken. 

The committee on resolutions will make 
three reports. One of them, signed by 
John S. Rhea and W. T. Etiis, declares 
in favor of free coinage; the second, signed 
oy 2. @. Clatay and EB. D. Walker, re- 
affirms the Chicago platform of 1892, which 
is a conservative indorsement of a gold 
standard, and a third, to which is affixed 
the names of the other members, indorses 
the administration and mentions especial- 
ly the names of Carlisie and Cleveland. 
The report signed by Clardy and Walker 
also indorses the administration, but con- 
tains no names. The comm.ttee so far 
has not been a harmonious one. With two 
factions, each of nearly equal strength, to 
contest every point raised, it could hardly 
be harmeontous assembiage 
There tnan has ever been 
before, but the democrats of the state 
feel that they must go slow.y. That is 
just what they are doing, but not quietly.

SALISBURY TAKES IT 


He Decides To Accapt the Offer To Form 
a New Ministry. 


A STRONG CABINET IS SELECTED 


The Premier Is Also To Act as For- 
eign Secretary. 


BALFOUR LORD OF THE TREASURY 


HetIs a Good Silver Man, Tco—Mr. Glad- 
stone Has Retired Permanontly 
trom Public Lile. 


London, June 25.—Thé members of the new 
ministry, so far as they have been selected, 
@re officially announced as follows: 

Prime minister and secretary of state for 
foreign affairs, the marquis of Salisbury. 

Lord president of the council, the duke 
of Devonshire. 

Iirst lord of the treasury, Right Hon. Ar- 
thur James Balfour. 

Secretary of state for the colonies, Right 
Hon. Joseph Chamberlain. 

Chancellor of the exchequer, Right Hon, 
Sir Michael Hicks-Beach. 

First lord of the admiralty, Right Hon. 
George Joachim Goschen. 

The other places in the ministry have not 
@s yet been definitely allotted. 

The United Press learns. that Lord Salis- 
bury, besides becoming prime m*&nister, 
will take the foreign portfolio temporarily. 
He has made overtures to the marquis of 
Dufferin to resign his present offite of 
British ambassador to l’rance and become 
secretary of state for foreign affairs. 

The Westminster Gazette says that 
Lord Rosebery has not received any com-

Office, reports to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing. 

The Pall Mall Gazette says that Mr. Glad- 
stone, at his conference with Lord Rosebe ry 
last night, seriously questioned the wisdom 
of the resignation of the ministry. Certain 
liberals believe that Mr. Gladstone, having 
been physically fortified by his cruise in the 
North sea, wll throw the weight of his 
influence and @loquence upon the side of his 
old colleagues, but that the ex-premier's 
past friends are strongly opposed to his 
taking any such course, fearing that the 
excitement and exestion might cause a 
physical reaction. 

What the Papers Say. 

The Daily News tomorrow will say: “The 
result of Lord Salisbury’s double appoint- 
ment will be that we shall have a goud for- 
eign seretary and no premier. Mr. Cham- 
berlain is the last man in the coalition who 
would be selected popularly for minister of 
the colonies, but the post does not involve 
much departmental work and Mr. Chamber- 
lain will probably see that it will leave him 
time and strength for great parliamentary 
activity.’’ 

The News article expresses 
the selection of Mr. Goschen 
of the admiralty and hints that the duke 
of Devonshire has taken the post of lord 
president of the council because he igs dis- 
inclined to work. 

The Graphic will make similar comments 
regarding the duke of Devonshire’s ap- 
pointment and will express regret that Mr. 
Chamberlain was not made secretary of 
state for war. 

The Morning Post will express approval of 
the appointments all around. 

The Telegraph will express approval of 
the new ministry. 

Truth will say that the chances of upset- 
ting the unionist government lie in its be-

Yellow Fever at Santos—People Drop 
Dead in the Streets. 

June 25.—The American bark- 

entine, Priscilla, Captain Klages, arrived 

here today trom Rio and Santos, with a 

cargo of 14,254 bags of coffee. 

Captain Klages reports that when the 
Priscilla left Santos, May 12th, yellow fever 
Was raging cn every side; the scenes in the 

ity and harbor were harrowing. The men 
were dropping dead in the streets, dying by 

in the city, and on the vessels in 
Some of the vessels had their flags at 
mast day after day for weeks, as man 
after man of their crews succumbed to the 
scourge. The death boat Was being run 
about the harbor day and night from ves- 
collecting the dead and taking 
them ashore for burial. Some of the ves- 
sels had only one or two men left of their 
entire crews, and many of them were una- 
blé to get away from the pesthole of fever, 
oWing to lack of men, 

Seamen were.scarce, and when vessels 
lost their crews it was with the greatest dif- 
fieulty that men were secured to take their 
places. Captains of vessels had to exercise 
greatest caution to prevent their crews 
leserting or being lured by the 
iWcarding house and shipping masters. 

J. A. Cayle, the first officer of the Pris- 

illa, was stricken with yellow fever while 
in the karbor of Santcs. He was removed 
'o a hospital ashore and Was sufficiently re- 

avered to be taken aboard when the vessel 
sailed.

They selected as their 
watchword: “Thou shalt not bear false wit- 
ress against thy neighbor.”

At first they confined their efforts to a 
rarrow limit—the limits of the city—but 
this did not satisfy this coterle of world- 
abusers and wurld-savers.

“Twenty-one days before they pyblished 
the libel, they announced that they would 
turn the searchlights on the schools of the 
state, und since this paper had its birth in 
sensation and exhausing its local field, it 
vas compelled to branch out into wider 
fields.

UNFIT FOR HIS PLACE. 


Grand Jurors Present a Dispensary 
Constable at Charleston. 

Charleston, 5S. C., June 23.—(Special.)— 
The grand jury today made a present- 
ment which promises to stir up things in 
the court. Among other things, the grand 
jurors say of the control of the dispensary, 
that with W. Gibbes Whaley, chairman, “It 
is reported as paying twice as much money 
for drayage as the same service could be 
sccured for. Two responsible parties have 
offered to do the same work, one for 2 cents 
and the other for 3 cents a package, and 
the board are now paying 5 cents. It has 
been brought to our notice that moncy has 
been supplied to secure witnesses in cer- 
tain cases, while it has been difficult in 
others to get witnesses unless by using 
over and over again the same few police- 
men and detectives. It is hoped that some 
remedy may be supplied to obviate tke 
necessity of a city of 60,000 inhabitants 
having three or four golicemen and as 
rany detectives to make a criminal docket. 
It is next to impossible to secure justice 
and it impairs the usefulness of the of- 
ficers. It has come to the notice of the 
grand jury in varions ways that "W. P. 
Gaillard, one of the trial justices of the 
city, has been seen on many occasicns 
on the strects and elsewhere under the in- 
fluence of liquor. Several citizens have 
mentioned to the members of the grand 
jury that they have seen this officer under 
the influence of liquor when in the dis- 
charge of his duties. We have been unable 
to get thes@ people to testify against the 
otticer, we presume either through fear or 
on account of friedliness for him, but. we 
are so well satisfied that these charges are 
ccrrect and just that we do not hesitate 
to .present this trial justice as a person 
unfit to exercise the duties of the responsi- 
ble office he holds, and we recommend 
that he be removed from office.”

SCHISM IN THE LUTHERAN CHURCH. 


Butler Issues a Statement Defin- 
ing His Position. 


Washington, June 25.—There seems a 
likelihood that the celebrated case of Dr. 
Briggs, the distinguished Presbyterian, may 
be to some extent paralleled in the Luther- 
an church synod. 

Rev. J. G. Butler, pastor of Luther Place 
Memorial church, in this city, who was re- 
moved from the presidency of the board 
of foreign missions, at the recent meeting 
of the general synod at Hagerstown, and 
who has been a member of the board since 
1876, and presfdent since 1883, has issued a 
statement. He outlines the differences be- 
tween the general synod and the general 
Lutheran bodies. The former, he says, is 
progressive and in hearty sympathy with 
all evangelical Christians. The other Lu- 
theran bodies antagonize it as under-Lu- 
theran and too broad. Continuing, Dr. 
Butler states: ‘‘The general synod every- 
where stands for open pulpits and open 
communion tables, or it is supurfluous to 
say, your pastor would not stand in a 
Lutheran pulpit, nor is there any power 
in the Lutheran church anywhere to re- 
Strain him or you in the exercise of this 
Christian Hberty. The contention among us 
is between the twilight of the early refor- 
mation period and the fuller light of today 
upon the dawn of the twentieth century. 
The office of your pastor is simply that as 
pastor of Memorial church and of the 
evangelists. He has vigorously resisted 
this mediaeval reaction. This is all; noth= 
ing more.”’

THE WORK BEING DONE AT GRIFFIN 


The Counci! Extends Formal Invitation 
on the Part of the Splerdid Little City. 
A Talk with President Hunt. 


Griffin, Ga., June 25.—<(Special.)—‘The 
responses to our call for a convention of 
bimetallists have been so many and shown 
euch a wide-spread interest both in the 
broad question involved and in ‘this special 
gathering, that I feel certain the conven- 
tion will be very largely attended and will 
be a success in eyery particular.” 

t had asked Judge John J. Hunt, presi- 
Gent of the Spalding county league, as to 
tthe outlook for the convention and that 
was his reply. 

“*Yes,’” he went on to say, “I have really 
been surprised at the number of volun- 
fary assurances of co-operation and aid 
that have come from all parts of the.state. 
It all goes to show that the people are 
thoroughly aroused_to the importance 
the financial question and that the great 
mass of the democrats of Georgia are bi- 
metali.sts.’’ 

“Do you expect a generally representa- 
tive convention?’ 

"Yes, the indications are that practically 
every county in the state will be represent- 
ed. Some have already acted, in others 
there have been issued calis for mass meet-

others we have assurances that steps look- 
ing to organ:zation are being taken. From 
all parts of the state comes the information 
that the people are heart and seu! with us 
fn this great fight and they believe that 
Georgia should speak out on this subject, 
which is nearest the hearts of the people.

That is why they are 
s0 much interested in the formation of bi- 
metallic clubs and why they are going to 
send their representatives to our Griffin 
convention.” 

“Can you accommodate the crowd that

“You can count upon

The Council's Invitation. 

The city council was to have met today, 
but owing to the absence of Mayor Boyd 
the meeting was postponed. The following 
invitation, put in the shape of resolut.ons, 
was signed by all of the members of the 
council: 

“Whereas, A large number of the best 
peopie cr tnis county and cily, Ccomposiig 
the Spaiding County silver League, have 
issued an invitation to the frienus of tree 
coinage of silver to meet in state conven- 
tion in Griffin on the lsth day of July, 
1895, 

“Resolved, That the mayor and council, 
as official representatives of all the citi- 
zens of Grilfin, without regard to any 
Opinion on the currency question, do most 
heartily aad earnestly second this invita- 
* tion and extend a cordial welcome and 
the hospitalities of the city to ali who 
may be present on that occasion, and hope 
that the attendance anay be large and 
general.”’ 

This represents the sentiments of all the 
citizens of Grilfin. They all want the con- 
vention to be a success and extend to 
their friends ail over the state an invita- 
tion to come. About four-fifths of the 
people here are strong silver men; the 
other fifth joins with them in welcoming 
the friends of the people’s money to Grifiin. 

His Hands Fall. 


Judge Hunt is just now one of the busiest 
men in Georgia. Every mail brings him 
@ large number of letters from all parts 
of the state, and he is compelled to lay 
aside his other business and devote his 
time to this correspondence. His stenog- 
rapher has no time to talk of bicycles or 
discuss the southern league standing; he is 
working day and night on the letters 
which the judge dictates to him. Judge 
Hunt comes up on the early train each 
morning from his home at Vineyard, the 
care of his orchards and farm having been 
turned over for the present to his sons. 
He spends the entire day here, and has 
to devote practically all of it to the 
work of preparing for the convention.

The Call for the Convention. 


The call for the convention has been print-. 


ed before, but the inquiries concerning it 
are so general that The Constitution gives 
it again. It is as follows: 

“Griffin, Ga., June 12, 1895.—To the Friends 

of Free Coinage: ‘he friends of free coin- 
age believe the remedy for existing evils 
is to restore silver to its place as primary 
money, and to this end deem it adivsable 
and necessary to meet in conference to- 
gether. Suggestions came from different 
parts of the state that a convention for 
that purpose should be held. Following 
upon such suggestions the Spalding Coun- 
ty Silver League passed a resolution to 
the effect ‘that a state convention of the 
friends of the free coinage of silver in 
Georgia be held in Griffin on the 18th 
of July, 1895, for the purpose of consulta- 
tion and effecting such organization as 
may be deemed necessary, and to take 
such other steps as may be deemed expe- 
dient in the interest of free coinage.’ 
The resolution further authorized and in- 
Structed the president of the league to pre- 
pare and publish at once a formal call in 
accordance with the resolution. Since the 
above was adopted, so far as I can learn, 
it has met the approval of the friends of 
free coinage throughout the state. In com- 
pliance with the above resolution, I now 
extend this invitation to all in sympathy 
with the movement to hold meetings at 
once, organize and send delegates to meet 
in Griffin on the day named. 
' “T.cannot assume to suggest or anticipate 
the action of the convention further than 
to say that it is expected that it will adopt 
Such measures as will look to the recogni- 
tion of silver as well as gold as money of 
final redemption. Nor can I at this time 
map out the programme of proceedings, 
further than to say that speakers of emi- 
nence and ability and in whom the people 
have confidence will be present and address 
the convention. 

“Griffin is centrally located, easy of ac- 
cess and has such railroad schedules as to 
enable visitors to arrive in the morning 
and depart in the evening without missing 
the day’s proceedings of the convention if 
they should not wish to remain longer. 
Arrangements will be made for reduced 
fare on all railroads. 

“In order that preparations may be made 
in the way of hotel accommodations, etce., 
it is desired that delegates and visitors who 
expect to attend the convention will -ad- 
vise Mr. Douglas Glessner, secretary, of 
their intention to be present. 

“The outlook ts that the convention will 
be a strong body of representative men 
thoroughly accord with public senti- 
ment.

A CALL TO DEMOCRATS, 


Silver Men Are Requested To Meet 
in Washington August 14. 


in 


Memphis, Tenn, June 25.—When the sil- 
convention recently held in Memphis 
adjourned, a meeting of prominent silver 
demeccrats was held to formulate plans 
for the organization of a national demo- 
cratic bimetallic league, the purpose of 
which was declared to be to so perfect the 
organization of silver democrats through- 
out the country as to place them in control 
of county, state and national conventions 
and their expressions upon the financial 
questions, Senators Turpie, of Indiana, 
Jones, of Arkansas, and Harris, Ten- 
nessee, were the leaders in the movement. 
It was decided to issue an address to silver 
democrats throughout the United States 
asking their co-operation in the work. This 
letter has been prepared and a copy fol- 
lows: 

“Dear Sir—Soon after the adjournment 
of the sifiver convention held in this city 
on the 1th and 13th, many democrats, 
representing the several states of un- 
ion, held a meeting here for the purpose 
of considering the best method of securing 
the free and unlimited coinage of both sil- 
ver and gold into full legal tender money 
of ‘ultimate redemption, at the ratio. of 
16 to 1, without regard to the financial poli- 
ey of other countries, and it was unani- 
mously agreed as the confident opinion of 
that conference— 

““), That the only hope of securing the 
free and unlimited coinage of silver at 16 
to 1 is through the action of the demo- 
Gratic party. 

“2. That a majority of the 
party of the country, and a very 
minority of the people of the 
States, irrespective of party, favor 
coinage, 

"3. That the success of the democratic 
party in the campaign of 1896 largely, if not 
wholly, depends upon the earnest and active 
advocacy of the free and unlimited coin- 
age of silver. 

“4. That a thorough organization of the 
democrats of the several states who favor 
the free and unlimited coinage of both sil- 
ver and gold on terms of equality 16 
to l, is a necessary and proper means of 
controlling the action of the national dem- 
ocratic convention of 1896 upon this vitally 
important question. 

‘> That in order to avoid friction and 
the complaint of such democrats as oppose 
the free coinage of silver, we will not 
invoke the action of the regular machinery 
of the party whose duty it is to act for the 
whole pary without regard to differences 
of opinron upon a single question. 

“Therefore, we, the undersigned, were 
appointed a committee to take such steps 
as may be necessary io a thorough national 
organization of siiver democrats, and for 
that purpose we respectfully invite you to 
meet us at Washington, D. C., on August 
14, i*%5, in order that we may confer and 
co-operate in and establish such organiza- 
tion, and you are also requested to bring 
With you such democratic friends as are 
in full sympathy with this. purpose. It is

New York, June 25.—It is understood that 
the government bond syndicate yesterday 
paid over to the treasury the balance of the 
gold remaining to be paid on foreign account 
and the secretary of the treasury certified 
for the last of the bonds to be issued. The 
syndicate has now completed its payment

dent from this that the secretary 
treasury has modified the contract with the 
syndicate requiring the importation of one- 
half of the gold to be paid for the bonds. In 
accepting the payment of about one-half of 
the foreign subscription in domestic gold 
and directing treesury officials to receive 
this and certify for bonds as against it, it is 
obvious that the syndicate is released from 
its obligation to import gold against these 
bonas. 

The surplus gold reserve of the treasury 
will be $107,450,000 within twenty-four hours, 
This will settle the operation of the syndli- 
cate so far as payment for its bonds is con- 
cerned, but it may be that the syndicate 
will import more gold later. Treasury offi- 
cilals will not discuss this, nor can any in- 
formation be obtained from the members of 
the syndicate, 

Say There Was No Modification. 

Washington, June 25.—There was consider- 
able inquiry at the treasury) depirtment to- 
day as to whether the Gelmont-Morgan syn- 
dicate had secured a modification of the 
contract to the extent that the syndicate 
would not be compelled to import $30,000,000 
of foreign gold. Assistant Secretary Ham- 
lin, In this connection, made the following 
statement: - 

“There has been no modification of the 
contract; the provision that one-half of the 
gold for the total amount of the loan shal! 
be brought from abroad is to be carried out. 
Some of the importations of foreign goid 
were made in advance of the time stipulated 
in the contract, but this did not involve any 
modification of the contract.’’

Jasper Was Second Choice—The Selectic n 
Is Considered « Good One—Miss

Block and Purifoy, Camden's back- 
ers, caucused and cast their vetes for 
Montevallo, leaving the result, Monctevailo, 
8; Jasper. 5. 

The cho‘ce of the board is regarded as a 
very wise one. Montevallo is a healthy, at- 
tractive and accessible little city and made 
a@ liberal offer for the school, consisting of 
@ beautiful grove of twenty acres in the 
center of the town with a handsome and 
Suitable four-story brick school building 
and five attractive-residences for professors 
on it, the use of an adjacent dormitory 
building until the permanent dormitory can 
be built by the citizens of Montevallo and 
also 160 acres of valuable coal lands, 120 
acres of farming land and $40,000 in cash.

Dr. John B.-Roberts Will Soon Be Free 
from Custody. 


AN ELECTION BY THE KING'S DAUGHTERS

Macon, Ga., June 25.-—«(Special.)—On next 
Saturday, June 29th, Dr. John B. Roberts, 
@x-postmaster at Sandersville, will cease 
to be in the custody of the United States 
court. It will be remembered that D™® 
Koberts was sentenced by Judge Speer 
to one year’s imprisonment in jail for sel!- 
ing postage stamps other than for cash 
While postmaster at Sandersville. On ac- 
count of ill health, following Dr. Roberts's 
attempt to commit suicido while in the 
Bibb county jail, Judge Speer passed an 
order on April 24th last releasing Dr. Rob- 
erts from jail and allowing him to go to 
Sandergville to be with his family. The 
order provided that uprtil June 29th Ir. 
Robe.tS was to be considered as in the 
custody of the United States court and not 
Subject to arrest by the officers of any 
other eourt until that time. Since April 
25th Dr. Roberts has been in Sandersville, 
unguarded, and has had perfect freedom. 
It will be remerubered that President Cleve- 
land pardoned Dr. Roberts of his two 
years’ sentence to the Ohio penitentiary 
for the fraudulent issuance of money cr- 
devs. On lune 2yth Dr. Roberts will have 
served his. twelve moenths’ jail sentence 
and he will pass from under the custody 
of the United States court unless he is 
again arrested by this court on a new 
charge which was not Kaown at the time 
of his former trial before Judge Speer, 
and which only developed while serving 
his present sentence. This new charge is 
that Dr. Roberts raised a money order 
frbm $5 to &W and obtained the money. If 
the Lnited States ccurt does not attempt 
to hold him on this charge it is probable 
that the state ccurts will not molest him, 
as his physical and mental condition are 
Said to be very bad, and he may be per- 
mitted to spend his declining days with 
lis family. He its under an indictment 
found by theagrand jury of Bibb county 
tor aiding in the escape of Tom Allen and 
otr<ers from the Bibb jail. He is also un- 
der an indictment by the grand jury of 
Washington county for an offense he is 
Said to have committed there.

A CAVALRY ENCAMPMENT. 


Colonel Gordon Will Take His Regi- 

Meldrim. 

25.—(Special.)—The 
volun- 


ment to 

Savannah, Ga,, June 
First regiment of cavalry, Georgia 
teers, will go into camp at Meldrim, sev- 
enteen miles from Savannah, from July 
6th to 13th, under command of Colonel W. 
W. Gordon. 

The regiment 
grounds, thanks to 
of Major xf WwW. 
has spent considerable 
money in having the grounds laid off 
and fitted up for the reception of the 
troopers. The parade ground, which is tv 
feet square, has already been cleared off 
and is now ready for use. The camping 
ground is 600 by s00 feet, and is well 
drained and fitted up from a sanitary 
Standpoint. This ground has been cleared 
and many of the tent floors are in place. 

Kitchens and stables for each of the 
eight troops in the regiment and for the 
regimental staff have already been con- 
siructed, and but little more remains to be 
done to get the camp in shape for the re- 
ception of the troopers. A specially fine 
rifle range is being constructed under the 
superintendence of Sergeant A. §. Wich- 
berg. All of the usual military ranges will 
be turnished for rifle practice. The camp 
and parade grounds and rifle range had all 
been constructed at the expense of Major 
P. W. Meldrim, who generously volun 
teered tg provide the camping ground, if 
the state would accept it and order the 
troops there. 

It is probable that the camp will be called 
Camp Atkinson, It has not yet been deter- 
mined as to who_has authority to name 
Or designate the camp, but if the matter 
is left to Colonel W. W. Gordon, the com- 
manding officer, that will be the name 
Siven to it. He has written to Adjutant 
General Kell with regard to the matter, 
stating that if left to him he would name 
it after the present governor of the state. 
According to the army regulations, perma- 
nent camps or forts are named by the sec- 
retary of war, or in this instance by the 
adjutant general, and it will depend some- 
what on the view taken uf this camp as 
to who will give it its name. 

The Hussars, the two Liberty troops and 
the Effingham troop will march to camp 
on horseback, as they will have compara- 
tively a short distance to go,. while the 
Screven, Burke, McIntosh and Wayne 
county troops will go by rail, and will also 
be provided with transporation for their 
Horses.

Since last Thursday the tallors of Atlanta 
have been on a strike, so tar as one leading 
merchant tailor was concerned. 

On that day the men of the scissors put 
On their coats and firmly refused to accede 
to the cut in the scale of prices proposed. 

Late yesterday afternoon the matter 
reahed a climax and a settlement was ef- 
fected. This morning the tailors g0 to work 
as usual, but at a reduced price on pante 
and coats. The reduction made in the case 
of one firm promises to apply to ail work 
done by the union iailors. 
he local union No 61 of the 
Journeymen Tailors’ Union of America was 
notified L. D, Nelson, the merchant 
tailor, that the regular union scale of prices 
would be abandoned by him and all future 
work until further notice would be on a 
basis of 20 per cent reduction. 

When the tailors received notice of 
cut prices there was a vigorous kick made 
by them and they entered a vehement pro- 
test. 

They claimed’ that the prices they were 
receiving were the Bates for which 
they would wor, and Mr. lL. D. Nelson

ade. 


On Thursday t 
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The Strike Declared On. 

Thursday night the members of the local 
union met in called and the cut in 
prices was the matter Claimed their 
attention. 

It was evident 
idea accepting 
pohnges warmly discussed by those present. 
fhe paper was read asking that ‘a 20 per 
cent reduction from former prices be made, 
and this met with the hearty disapproval 
of the tailors. They claimed that they 
could make nothing out of their business 
if this cut was accepted.

“Wwe can’t afford very weil to accept 
much of a cut, as we barely make any 
money for our time after expenses are 
deducted. The average wages of. tailors 
are $12 per week; that is if work is regular 
and union prices maintained. It takes 
about three days to make 2 coat and 
about one day to make 2 pair of pants. 
With the 10 per cent off we now will get 
$2 for pants and 36,50 to $11 for coats. 

‘We should get more and will have the 
prices restored in the fall. Mr. Nelson 
has frequently made application for reduc- 
tions ‘in the dull season. We are all 
friendly with h:m and have nothing in 
the world personally against him.

He will be urged to retain the presidency. 

There is telling positiveness in the ione 
o. Dr. Hopkns, however, when he states 
that he will not reccnsider nis action, He 
siys that he has made up his mind to leave 
the schcol and will let his resignation stand, 
This resignation 1s to go into effect either 
the Ist of July <r the ist of January, as the 
board sees fit. It is possible that they will 
insist that Dr. Hopkins remain in charge 
wntil the first of next year. In the mean- 
time a suitable president will be looked up. 

The Afternoon Session. 

The session of the beard was called in the 
office of Mr. Sam M. Inman at 3 o'clock.

Commissioner Broyles Gives DeFoe a 
Preliminarf Hearing. 

The managers of the DeFoe Perishable 
Goods Grocery Company are in trouble and 
the governor has begun an investigation as 
to the manner in which the business of 
the concern is carried on. 

The business was established, it is said, 
early in the year—about the middle of 
January. Its birth was announced by flam- 
ing letterheads, bearing the name of the 
firm in large letters. The initials of the 
firm were printed in deed red iettersa and 
formed a backggound upon which the 
other printing was done. 

In addition to this, the names of several] 
prominent bankers and merchants were 
printed in the upper left hand corner of the 
sheet, and thereby hangs a tale. 

The names they thought were to be the 
chief cause of success were the basis of 
their failure. Among the names on the 
letterhead were those of J. J. & J. E. 
Maddox and J. H. James. And now these 
men whom they sought to use as references 
are the very ones who are trying to have 
DeFoe and his partner convicted of fraud. 

From the evidence given in the trial yes- 
terdav, it appears that DeFoe had these 
letterheads sent over the country and many 
consignments were made the DeFoe Perish. 
able Grocery Company. These shipments 
consisted mainly of fish and oysters. The 
parties now claim that they have never re- 
ceived any money for the goods shipped 
and state that they thought the concern 
was good because they saw the names of 
the references on the letterhead. 

Yesterday Mr. Maddox and Mr. James 
testified that their names were used with- 
out their consent. 

The charge against DeFoe and his part- 
ner is that of using the mails fraudulently. 
The case will probably be hea’ in the 
circuit court at an early date.

The Koklux of Marray County Com- 
pletely Conquered. 


THE ORGANIZATION'S BACKBONE BROKEN 


The Reign of Terror That Has Prevailed in 
the Nortb Géorgia Counties Now 
Completely Destroyed. 


When Judge Newnan pronounced sen- 
tence upon the three leading whitecaps 
Monday, the last support was overthrown 
and the kuklux gang was virtually wiped 
out of existence. 

There now remain but two out of the 
long list of desperadoes who figured in the 
Murray county tragedies to be cried. They 
are Frank Gilbert and James Parsons, and 
their trial will occur this fall. From the 
evidence that has been secured’ against 
them it is very probable that their con- 
viction will result in a long term of im- 
prisonment. 

For many months prior to ‘the arrest of 
these men the counties of north Georgia 
were Overrun by a reckless and daredevil 
horde of’ whitecaps, and a reign of ter- 
ror prevailed in that locality. Almost 
nightly beatings were administered and 
many evil and lawless deeds. were com- 
mitted. 

With the conviction of the last whitecaps 
the backbone of the clan was broken and 
the good people of those counues now feel 
easy. The people who reside in Murray 
county have given expression to the state- 
ment that they now believe there will be 
no further outbreak and their community 
will be one of quiet and law-abiding eciti- 
zens, 

Colonel Glenn, counsel for the white- 
caps, has shown great skill in handling the 
cases, and it is very probable that his 
efforts to have them plead guilty saved 
their necks. 

It has now become a well known fact 
that Worley was not killed because of the 
information he gave the revenue Officers. 
The direct cause of his death was due 
entirely to the testimony he was to give 
against certain parties in Giimer county. 
It has been proven that Worley was a 
member of the whitecap organizatiow ani

able that the dead man was instrum: 
in silencing many informers and witnesses. 
In fact, it is openly said that he killed his 
tirst wife and was about to kiil his second 
wife when his death occurred. 

They Go to the Pen. 

In fifteen days Goble, McEntire and Mce- 
will be carried to the Columbus 
penitentiary. They go for ten years eich. 

It is probable that the sentence of Me- 
Entire will result in a life sentence, as he 
is very old and it is said he cant live out 
the term. 

Before these men are carried to the 
penitentiary their families will visit them 
here in jail. These rugged mountain: ers 
do not appear to appreciate fully the full 
weight of the sentence, and the future 
has not as yet been clearly under- 
stood. It was indeed a fortunate thing 
for them that they pleaded guilty, for there 
is an indictment of murder hanging cover 
them, It is very probable, however, that 
when their sentence is completed they 
will not be molested further. 

Two Go to the 

Yesterday afternoon John Quarles’ and 

David Butler, convicted as being accessory 
to the killing of Worley, were carried to 
the Columbus. penitentiary. 
‘At the same time Walsh Reed and Sam 
Morrison, the assailants of Roper, were 
taken.

Attorney Glenn ‘Talks of the Cause. 
W. C. Glenn, who represented 
tells an interesting story of

the witecaps, 
the case. 

“Murray county is the adjoining county 
to Whitfield. Spring Place, the county 
seat, is within twelve miles of Dalton, at 
whichs place I practiced law for fifteen 
years, prior to my coming to Atlanta,” 
said Mr. Glenn yesterday. *“T am thor- 
oughly familiar with the country and the 
people, and I think I can speak advisedly 
as to the nature and extent of the whitecap 
troubles in that section. Unfortunately the 
lawless conduct of a comparatively small 
body of men has to some extent created a 
character for the entire. section. It has 
never been correet that this section of the 
country at large was engaged in violation 
of the revenue laws, or was fully controlled 
by an element of opposition to them. 
Everybody is aware of an _ organization 
known as the Kuklux klan of the past. That 
organization existed in the northern 
part of the state and its members and sup- 
porters justified it on the ground of social 
and political necessity. When that neces- 
sity passed it fell into the control of men 
who did not represent the best element of 
the community. These organizations have 
shown their existence in the way of regu- 
lating things in a community. So far as 
a lawless method of enforcing the law can 
be correct, they have occasionally done 
some good. It is comparatively recent 
that this spirit has manifested itself in 
the specific form which it is charged to 
have assumed in these whitecap cases; that 
is of opposition to the enforcement of 
the revenue laws. In the Cohutta 
mountains in Murray county, and in 
Murray, Gilmer, Fannin and other 
of the mountainous counties, there have 
been violations of the revenue law. The 
government detects these violations large- 
ly by informers. These informers are al- 
most necessarily of a low class and on 
account of their betrayal of the secret of 
their neighbors, outrages have been com- 
mitted upon them. 

“Henry Worley, who was Killed, accord- 
ing to the contentions in the defendant’s 
evidence, had himself been a prominent 
member of this organization, and when he 
began to inform he was guilty of the double 
wrong of beinginformer as well as renegade 
Personally there is’ very [ttle to regret 
in the fate of Worley. He was a victim 
of his own system and simply had the 
same dealt out to himself which he had 
most likely measured’ out to others. It 
was necessary for the government to 
break up this spirit and to crush this or- 
ganization, whether large or small. 

Gives the Government Credit. 


“The history of the war upon it has been 
sufficiently detailed by The Constitution as 
it occurred, but it seems to me that suffi- 
cient credit has not been given to ‘the 
officers of the government, both in the 
legal and in the revenue department. 

“The district attorney, J. S. James, and 
Ass'stant District Attorney T. W. Rucker 
and Mr. George L. Bell have shown great 
skill and diligence as well as courage and 
fidelity to duty in crushing out this or- 
ganization. They have been ably seconded 
by the marshal, 8. C. Dunlap, and his 
deputies and by the collector’s department 
under the Hon. Paul Trammell. The work 
which they. started in to accomplish has

from personal observation and practical 
contact with these cases, I am of the 
opinion that no officers have eve? more 
satisfactor‘ly discharged their duty than 
the gentlemen whom I have mentioned. 
In addition to this, in the progress of the 
cases a decision of the supreme court of 
the United States in the application for 
habeas corpus has been del.vered, which 
is of profound and wide-reaching impor- 
tance. That decision puts at rest forever 
the questions which were agitated in the 
celebrated Hall case, tried before Judge 
Speer. It fully sustaius the views ex- 
pressed by the distinguished jurist on that 
case, and as a result of it a eriminal 
jurisdiction of widely extended importance 
is within the grasp of the federal courts. 
The Organization Destroyed. 

“It would seem: that the government, 
having duly accomplished its purpose, that 
of crushing this organ‘zation and establish- 
ing its right to deal with this class of 
cases, that a disposition of the whole ques- 
tion was in order. In dealing with these 
cases Judge W. T. Newman has impressed 
the people of that section of 
country with his capacity as a 
lawyer and his impart-ality as 
a judge. While it is known that his 
views are pronounced in this eclass of 
cases, yet no manifestation of it in sucha 
way as to influence a fair trial in his 
court was ever shown, and no set of men 
have ever been convicted in any court who 
have more fully had every right to which 
under the law they were entitled. I be- 
lieve that we will have no further trouble 
of this sort in that section of the country 
and I wish to enter a _ strong protest 
against the idea or assenting that this 
spirit of opposition to the law ‘has ever 
rece.ved in the section where it occurred a 
support of any considerable element of 
the citizens of that part of the state. 

‘In justice to the defendants. who have 
entered these pleas it should be said that 
neither of them was wil.ing to do so, and 
that I alone am responsible for the po- 
Sition in which they are now placed. All 
of them were desirous of going to trial 
and all of them protested that they wouid 
come ciear, but they are far away from 
home, have no money and they were not 
capable of making a defense commensu- 
rate with the gravity of the cases, and 
under all the circumstances I assume the 
responsibiiities of advising and practically 
dictating the coursq@ Which has been 
taken.’’

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A Campaign of Corruption. 

The New York Times, whose editor 
knows a hawk, from a handsaw when 
the wind is blowing in the right diree- 
tion, administers something of a rebuke 
to The Financial Chronicle for urging 
Wall street and the money power to go 
deeply into their pockets for the pur- 
pose of-raising a corruption fund to be 
used in influencing elections in the 
south. The ediior of The Times, who 
seems to have. more political sagacity 
and experience than the strictly busi- 
hess and commercial gentlemian who en- 
gineers The Financial Chronicle in be- 
half of the interests of Wall 
street, perceives that a public an- 
Douncement of the scheme to raise 
a corruption fund for the — south 
Will never do. For that reason he af- 
ministers a grave rebuke to the inno- 
cent enthusiasm which prompted The 
Chronicle to advertise the scheme. 

The Times declares that the publica- 
tion in The Financial Chronicle is “ill- 
advised;” that it will “be misinterpret- 
ed and resented in the south.” This lan- 
guage is not clear, for we do not be- 
lieve that there is the least danger in 
the world that the honest voters of the 
south will “misinterpret” the scheme 
of Wall street and the money dealers of 
the east to raise an immense corruption 
fund to influence elections. We do not 
see how it is possible for any human 
being who can read English to ‘“misin- 
terpret’ the statements of The Finan- 
cial Chronicle. 

“We cannot votesthere,” says that en- 
thusiastiec organ, referring to the south, 
“BUT WE CAN SEND MONEY.” 

How can this declaration be misin- 
terpreted? “This action is made the 
more IMPERATIVE because there is A 
LACK OF CAPITAL IN THE 
SOUTH.” How is it possible to mis- 
interpret this? The southern people 
are poor and therefore they can be 
bought. Is not that the plain statement 
of The Financial Chronicle, which is 
the most respectable and conservative 
organ of Wall street and the money 
power to be found in this country’? If 
such a statement will bear misinter- 
pretation we should be glad for The 
New York Times to inform the southern 
people how to do it. Give us the ingre- 
dients of misinterpretation, with .a_ for- 
mula for mixing them, so that we may 
be brought to believe that the editor of 
The Financial Chronicle and the class 
which it represents do not regard the 
southern people as utterly abandoned 
and disHonest. 

“All we desire,’ says The Financial 
Chronicle, “is that the amount of the 
fund should bear some relationship to 
the object to be sought, and the danger 
to be averted.” The editor of The 
Times declares that all this is “‘ill-ad- 
vised” because it will be “misinterpret- 
ed and resented in the south.” This is 
very consoling as far is it goes, 
Times really and truly believes that 
the placing of a large eorruption fund 
in this section—the largest tbat has ever 
been employed to purchase voters—will 
be “resented” in the south, we are led 
to hope that our goldbug contemporary 
retains somewhere in the cavernous 
depths of its mind a fugitive idea to 
the effect that the voters of the south 
are not aliggether in the market; that 
though they are poor, they are not alto- 
gether dishonest. 

We understind, of course, that recent 
events have somewhat shocked the 
views of those who have believed that 


the southern people stood for honesty | 


in politics. Men who have been sup- 
posed to voice the public opinion of 
the south have been caught in the act 
of changing their convictions for the 
sake of office; the most paltry position 
in the civil service large enough to 
cause those who hold it or seek it to 
advocate doctrines made infamous by 
the republicans. These things have no 
doubt caused such men as the editor of 
The New York Financial Chronicle to 
believe that the people of the south are 
in the market, and that all that is nec- 
essary is for the shylock class which 
controls the money of the country to 
raise a fund sufficiently large to pur- 
chase a majority of the voters and in- 
duce them to sell out their party and 
their partf principles. 

But The Constitution begs to assure 
the editor of The Financial Chronicle 
and all the agents of Wall street and 
the money power that the southern peo- 
ple are not in the market for sale. 
Those who have disposed of thei? con- 
victions for the privilege of papsucking 
bear the same relations to the great 
mass of the honest and incorruptible 
voters of thé south that the hangers-on 
of an army r to the spirit and pur- 
pose of the main body, The commis- 
sary department is important, but no 
sutler ever won or helped to win a vic- 


We repeat, therefore, the 


If The | 
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people are not for sale. The money 
power of Wall street and the east may 
raise as large a corruption fund as it 
may deem proper, but such a fund will 
have no influence whatever on the hon- 
est voters of the south, who are not to 
be misled by the fies, the misrepresenta- 
tions and the assumptions of the agents 
of shylockism. The most that can be 
done with such a fund will be to re- 
victual those editors and office holders 
who, through motives entirely merce- 
nary, are now advocating republican 
financial doctrines; but we can assure 
the eastern mercenaries that the south 
is not in the market. 

As for the rebuke which The Times 
pretends to offer to The Financial 
Chronicle, it amounts to nothing.

The Fruit Growers and the Railways.

We have countiess carloads 
of melons, perches, pears, grapes, ber- 
ries, and the north is elamoring 
for them, burt it will be useless to make 
shipments if, high treight rates are go- 
ing to eat up the proceeds, 

We feel confident that the railways 
will duly consider the appeal of the 
fruit growers’ convention which met in 
this. city vesterday, and that the out- 


ete., 


‘come will be a sehbedule of rates which 


will make it possible to ship Georgia 
fruit to the northeast and northwest at 
a protit. 

The fruit industry in the south is 
growing rapidly, and there is no reason 
why it should not be made highly protit- 
able to the railways and the farmers. 
But the two should pull together. The 
railways should be fairly paid for their 
work. and the farmers should sole 
money out of their crop. If this cannot 
be done the fruit industry will lave to 
be abandoned. It would be a pity this 
year to have our immense crop left here 
to rot when millions of people in the 
north are anxious to pay a fair price 
for it.

Tie Atlanta people would have accepted 
the dry dock with thanks, and never would 
they have suggested a canal fcr its utiliza- 
tion. And Atlanta is a healthy place be- 
sides. The fact that Atlanta is not a port 
of entry makes no difference, for if one of 
our battleships should ever get so far away 
from its element, no foreign foe could ever 
destroy either the dry dock or the ship. 
We understand that Port Royal was se- 
lected because it is so easy to defend the 
dry dock from hostile fleets. It would be 
much easier to defend a dry dock at At- 
lanta, Altoona or Denver. 

Now, it is well known that Port Roya) 
has a fine harbor with deep water. The 
expenditure of comparatively a small 
sum will connect the dry dock with the 
deepest water,.and if the government 
spends a million or two it will be be- 
cause there is a deliberate purpose to 
waste the money. The reference to At- 
lanta shows the ignorance of our con- 
temporary. Atlanta is a port of entry. 
She, of course, wants no dry dock, but 
the completion of the enterprise at Port 
Royal will increase our import business.

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The English Situation. 

Lord Salisbury has accepted the dif- 
ficult task of fofming a new winistry. 
This is the third time that he has been 
summoned to Windsor to become prime 
minister. Only two men have been 
thus honored in the past 181 years, and 
only one man, Mr. Gladstone, has had 
this summons four times, 

The Rosebery ministry was 
from the first. It began when Mr. 
(iladstone resigned on account of his 
failing eyesight in March, 18094, and at 
the very beginning the objection was 
made that the leader of the liberal party 
ought to be a member of, the commons 
and not of the house of lords. At the 
outset it was evident that a detertnined 
effort would be made to hamper the 
new minister. The liberals and radicals 
resented the selection of a peer for pre- 
mier, and the Irish home rule members 
were in a bad humor, which reached its 
climax when they defeated the govern- 
ment’s proposition to erect a statue to 
Cromwell. Before Rosebery had held 
oftice many days Labouchere’s — resolu- 
tion against the house of lords was ear- 
ried by a majority of ten votes. A 
month later another adverse vote was 
recorded against «he ministry. For the 
remainder of the session the govern. 
ment managed to hold its own. Eng 
land’s relations with foreign powers 
were generally harmonious under Rose- 
bery, but the radicals were disappointed 
“because the premier took no steps to 
abolish the horse of loids, and the Par- 
nellites were angered by his failure to 
pusa the cause of home rule. 

The dissatisfaction increased, factions 
were formed, and there was friction 
everywhere. Finally, the resolution of 
censure agairst the secretary of war, 
Mr. Campbel!-Bannerman, precipitated 
| the crisis. The secretary was deterimin-

step Jown and out. Lord Rosebery was 
not the mam for premier under any cir- 
cumstances. He is not a statesman, 
and his only successful achievements 
have been in the domain of society and 
on the turf. The wonder is that his 
administsration did not go to pieces the 
first month. 

Lord Salisbury is a strong man, He 
has been a jourpalist, diplomat, re- 
viewer, colonist, reformer, and the bit- 
terest of tories. He is the head of ohe 
of I:ngland’s oldest antl most famous 
families, and despises the common peo- 
ple as heartily as they hate him. He 
has the virtues and the vices of the 
typical Englisih gentleman of a century 
ago, and at Hatfield house his estab- 
lishment is conducted on a scales of 
royal magnificence. All admit his abil- 
ity, but he has never been popular with 
the masses. In the past he has shown 
an unfriendly spimt toward the United 
States, but it is believed that his for- 
eign policy will be liberal and prudent, 
and that he will be disposed to let Cen- 
tral and South America alone, and con- 
fine his policy to the development of 
what Great Britain already possesses. 

In regard to bimetallism it is believed 
by many that as Lord Salisbury and 
Mr. Balfour, his first lord of the 
treasury, are favorable to silver, they 
Will swing England into the bimetallic 
procession. Senator .Morgan, however, 
does not take this view. It is his idea 
that no public man in England is pow- 
erful enough to cause. that country to 
change its monetary policy. The sena- 
tor predicts that under Salisbury the 
Behring sea matter and the Venezuelan 
and Niearaguan questious will be dealt 
with in a broader and a more equitable 
spirit than under Rosebery. 

Mr. Balfour, the first lord of the treas- 
ury, is regarded the strongest man 
in the eabinet, and a coming prime 
minister. He is a strong advocate of 
bimetallism, and it may be that he will 
be able to stamp his views upon the 
public mind and shape the financial leg- 
islation of the country. Time will tell 
the story.

THREE BALLOTS DECIDED HIS PATE 


He Was Not Unnerved When the 
Jury Filed Into Court.

FATHER AND MOTHER WERE ABSENT 


A Great Crowd at the Courthouse To See 
the Prisoner Brought Out—He Will 
Soon Be Sentenced. 


Three ballots by the jurors who held his 
life in the balance settied the fate of Will 
J. Myers, and for the second time he was 
declared to be the murderer of Forrest L. 
Crowley. 

If Myers is innocent, 
Whelming cloud of circumstantial 
dence against him, his look when the ver- 
dict was read might have sprung from 
that know'ledge which he himself aione can 
bold to as a certainty. 

If Myers is guilty, and that is what is 
believed on all sides, and as so decided by 
the jury of twelve men, his look was that 
of a man—a young man—who is without 
any moral character and witnout any 
Moral sensibilities.

He bit his lips, looked up, 
caught sight of the two officers on the out- 
side and in a nenchalant manner that was 
entirely forced, crumpled it up and tossed 
it in a box.

RECEIVING THE VERDICT. 


It Contained No Recommendation 
to the Court’s Mercy. 

Court adjourned Monday night to meet at 
9 o’clock yesterday morning, but Judge 
Hart, for the first time during the Myers 
case, was a few minutes late, and it was 
not until after 9 o’clock that he rapped for 
Quiet in the courtroom. 

There were not less than 1,000 people in 
the closely packed courtroom. Through 
some source it became known that the jury 
had a verdict prepared. 

“is the jury ready, Mr. -Bailiff?’’ 
Judge Hart. 

Deputy Sheriff Austin went to the jury 
room and quickly returned. He announced 
that the jury was ready. Myers was not in 
the courtroom at this time. Judge Hart 
Instructed that the jury be brought in and 
at the same time told the bailiffs to bring 
the defendant into court. 

Myers was very cool and collected and 
walked to his chair in a calm way. None 
of the attorneys for the state were present. 
Mr. W. T: Movers, leading counsel for 
the defcnse, was absent also. Mr. Seaborn 
Crowley was in the courtroom and !eaned 
forward with a look of most eager ex- 
pectancy on his face. Mr. Mitchell stated 
to Judge Hart that he was to act* for Mr. 
Moyers. 

“Receive the verdict,” said Judge FKiart. 
The indictment was passed from Fore- 
man J. P. Davis to Clerk Miller. Mr. 
Miller was just about to utter the word 
“we,’’ when Judge Hart exciaimed: 

“Stop; who represents the solicitor? Isn’t 
Colonel Glenn in court? Give the verdict 
back to the foreman.” 

ahe verdict was handed back to Fore- 
man Davis. Myers did not appear the least 
bit flurried. Mr. Seaborn Crowley was all 
excitement, and he leaned still further for- 
ward. Judge Hart agdin asked who repre- 
sented the state. Mr. John Monaghan, the 
solicitor’s able assistant, stepped forward: 

“It is the custom,” said Mr. Monaghan, 
“for the clerk to receive the verdict when 
the solicitor is absent.’’ 

“Read the verdict, then, Mr. Clerk,” in- 
structed Judge Hart. ? 

The indictment, the verdict written 
across the back, was given to Clerk Mil- 
ler again. He adjusted his glasses and 
read: 

‘We, the jury, find the defendant guilty. 
J. D. Davis, foreman.”’ 

Mr. Crowley’s face was lit by a iook of 
the mcst supreme content, for the death 
of his son ke felt certain would ‘ot go 
unavenged. He looked first from the judge 
to the jury and then at those about him. 
It was the first time during the trial his 
countenance had relawed for any length of 
time.

How the Verdict Was Reached.

hour’s time to reach a verdict of guilty 
without recommendation in the Myers case, 

As soon as they had breakfast the jurors 
cast @ ballot. It stood ten for guilty with- 
gut a recommendation and two for guilty 
with a recommendation. The two who 
wunted to recommend Myers to the mercy 
of th: court were T. E. Middlebrooks, 
white, and Walter Landrum, colored. 

After some little discussion a second bal- 
lot was had. This time the vote was 
eleven guilty without a recommendation 
and one form a recommendation. Then fol- 
lowed a short discussion of certain points of 
the case and the twelfth man voted with 
the others on the third ballot. It -vas then 
that the verdict was written out in ac. 
cordance with the instructions of the judge 
as to a verdict of guilty should one be 
reached. 

Attorney Moyers Is Confident. 

If there is one man who believes in 
Myers’s innocence stronger than Myers’s 
father it is Mr. W. T. Moyers, leading 
counsel for Myers, and who has stood by 
him through both trials until his health 
is about to give away under the strain 
that has been placed upon him. 

Mr: Moyers is still contident that Myers 
will not be hung and unhesitatingly de- 
clares that Mvers will never step upon the 
gallows. He says that an application for 
a new trial will be put in and that a new 
trial will be secured. Of this he says he is 
certain. 

“There will be a motion made for a new 
trial.” said Mr. W. T. Moyers yesterday. 
“I do not eare to intimate what will be 
in this motion, but I believe that the 
grounds are strong enough to obtain a new 
trial from the supreme bench in case it is 
denied by Judge Hart. 

“) firmly believe that Myers will never 
hang and am confident that he will get a 
new trial.’’ 

A Judge of Splendid Ability. 

Judge John Hart, of the Oconee circult, 
is one of the most competent judges that 
has ever presided upon the bench in Ful- 
ton county. 

In all of his rulings Judge Hart was 
thoroughly impartial and it is safe to say 
that if a new trial is secured it will not 
be of any mistake made by him. He prov- 
ed himself to be almost indefatigable. He 
worked in every minute of the day and 
pushed the case to a speedy conclusion. 

With almost any other judge upon the 
bench the case would not have been fin- 
ished as it was yesterday morning. The 
longest session held was that of Monday, 
which lasted from 2:30 o’clock im the af- 
ternoon until 10 o'clock at night without 
an intermission for supper. Judge Hart 
was concise and thorough in his charge to 
the jury and not a single proper point 
was left unhandled by him. He has been 
judge of the Oconee circuit for a year and 
for many years has been the foremost of 
the attorneys of his section. 

Judge Hart may return to Atlanta this 
morning, as he adjourned court until 9 
o'clock, and it is possible that he may sen- 
tence Myers, though yesterday he set no 
time. 


PAINES IN HIS HEAD. 


John Carpenter, Seized with Sudden 
Iliness, Becomes Insane. 

John Carpenter, an employe of the Ar- 
mour Packing Company, was Seized with 
sudden illness yesterday and in an hour 
afterwards was a raving maniac, Half a 
dozen men were required to prevent him 
from doing himself and others bodily harm. 

He resides at 21 Yonge street and it was 
there that he. became a lunatic. He left 
his place of business, as he felt a spell 
coming over him, and started to his home, 
which he reached before he was stricken. 

The cause of Carpenter’s ailment could 
not be determind by the physicians in at- 
tendance last night, but they are of the 
opinion that the man has an attack of brain 
fever or some similar brain trouble. 

Carpenter was removed from his home 
shortly after 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
and carried to the station house, where he 
was locked up in the lunatic’s cell and 
Given the best attention possible last night, 

Iliad Pains Sunday. 

Carpenter, from what could be learned 


from his relatives and friends last night, 
has been complaining since Sunday of pains 
in the back of his head and to them his 
sudden attack was not a very great 
prise. He is a married man and while at 
nome Sunday complained of not feeling 
weil, stating that there was an un¢on- 
fortable feeling in his head, but little at- 
tention was paid to it at the time, the feel- 
ing soon wearing off. He went to his work 
as usual Monday and yesterday and had no 
trouble until shortly after 2Z~o’clock yester- 
day afternoon. 
Stricken While at Work. 

While at his work in the cellar-of the Ar- 
mour Packing Company’s establishment 
Carpenter complained to his companions 
that he was sick, saying that he had a 
pain in his head. He, with the others, was 
packing meat in ice at the time and Carpen- 
ter discontinue? his*work, going up stairs 
and sitting down fora few minutes with his 
head and face buried in his hands, ap- 
parently resting. He felt that he was 
growing worse and told those around him 
s0, getting his hat and starting. for his 
home on Yonge street. When he reached 
his home and met his wife, he seemed to 
hecome suddenly crazed and rushing into 
his room exclaimed something wunintelli<i- 
ble, at the same time slamming a door 
leading into a hall. ieaving himself in the 
room alone. He began to moan and rave 
and destroy everything within reach. He 
is a large, strong man and with a powerful 
swing of his fist broke down the door and 
began his apparent purpose uf wrecking the 
house. His wife ran screaming from the 
house, going to the market of Carpenter 
Bros., at 420 Decatur street, near by, and 
informing them of her husband’s condition. 
The Carpenter Bros., who are brothers of 
John Carpenter, and others who had been 
attracted by the noise made by the crazed 
man, went to the house with the intention 
of quieting him, but none were able to 
approach the man, he striking everything 
within reach with almost inhuman power. 
Several physicians were sent for but they 
were of no service, being unable to get to 
the man when they arrived at the house. 

He Fought Desperately. 

It was seen that the assistance of the 
Police would be required, and a telephone 
message was sent to police headquarters, 
Call Officers Beavers and Tysor responding. 
When the officers arrived, they, with the 
citizens and relatives present, surrounded 
the man and ran in, overpowering and 
throwing him to the floor, but not until af- 
ter a desperate struggle, in which Officer 
. Tysor and others received several scratches 
and bruises. Handcuffs were put on Car- 
penter and six men held him on the ted 
until the patrol wagon containing the re- 
serve force -arrived, when he was placed 
in the wagon and driven to the station 
house, raving and fighting all the way. 

He was given several injections of mor- 
phine after being placed in his cell, but was 
so excited and nervous that the drug had 
no effect for some time. But he gradually 
quieted down until at about 8 o’clock last 
night he was comparatively quiet. 
The physician entered his cell at that time 
and made another examination of the man, 
but no conclusion was reachHéd as to the 
cause of his spell. He was standing in one 
corner of. the cell and when the doctors 
entered he started at them like a demon, 
but said nothing.

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TRIAL OF DR. HANYEY 


This Case Will Be Called at 9 O'Clock 
This Morning, 


JUDGE CLARK WILL PROBABLY PRESIDE 


Two Stories Are Told Regarding Dr. Han- 
vey’s Condition—He Is#Represented 
by Messrs. Austin & Park 


The trial of Dr. Lewis P. Hanvey will 
probably be begun this morning and Judge 
Richard Clark will be the presiding judge. 

Dr. Hanvey shot his wife in cold blood 
abcut three weeks ago, killing her instantly. 
Ile then fled, but in a few hours returned 
and gave himself up. 

The attorneys for Dr. Hanvey are Messrs. 
Austin & Park, a firm of Atlanta’s bright- 
est lawyers. It is not known whether they 
will announce ready to preceed or not, 

Tle first panel of forty-eight jurors has 
been drawn by Judge Lumpkin and it is 
pcessible that a jury will be very easy 
to secyre. For the state Solicitor Hill will 
arpear with no one to aid him. He goes 
into the trial just from the fatigue of ths 
Myers case. 

The crime charged against Hanvey is 
one of the most horrible ever perpetrated 
in this city. He shot his wife shortly af- 
ter dusk on the street. He fired at her 
twice and the second bullet tore its cruel 
way to her heert and she was picked up 
lifeless. She’ spoke no word after the fir- 
ing of the second bullet and hardly had 
time to protest before the firing began. 

A daughter of Mrs. Hanvey was present 
and was an eyewitness to the entire affair. 
She ran, screaming for aid. The couple 
had not lived together for some time, as 
Dr. Hanvey was very dissipated. His wife 
was a very handsome woman and it is said 
that he was jealous. 

One story has it that Hanvey was drunk 
and met his wife on Pryor street. She 
tried to persuade him to go to his father’s 
home, but he refused and the shooting fol- 
lowed as the result of his intoxicated brain 
‘here is another story to the effect that 
Dr. Hanvey was sober at the time of the 
commission of the murder and that he kill- 
ed his wife because he was jealous of her. 

Dr. Hanvey-has never denied nor aflirm- 
ed these stories, but has persistently Tre- 
fused to say one word regarding his rea- 
sons. The relatives of the murdered wo- 
n.an intend to push the case against Han- 
vey and see that he receives the punish- 
ment that they believe is due him. Hanvey 
is well known in Atlanta and for a while 
was drug. clerk in a weii-known pharmacy.

Captain A. B. Connolly, of Atlan, Fresi- 
dent of the State Union—Mavyy Matters 
of Importance To Be AZted On. 


——— 


The adjourned second annual meeting of 
the Chiefs of Police, Sherifis and Marshals’ 
Union of Georgia will be held at Macon on 
July 10th and préparations are now being 
made for it by the members of the union 
throughout the state. 

The meeting will be a very important 
one, and it is expected that at least one 
hundred delegates will be present when the 
meeting is culled to order by Captain A. 
B. Connolly, chief of the Atlanta police 
and president of the union. 

It will be remembered that the 
@nnual meeting of the union was io have 
been held in Gainesville on Marca “Sth 
last, but on account of the idable 
absence of Captain Connolly, 
founder of the union and its first presi-tent, 
no. business was transacted except that of 
electing officers for the present year. 

The union was organized in Atlanta one 
year ago last March, at which meeting Cap- 
tain Connolly was honored with the presi- 
dency, he having called the meeting of 
chiefs, sheriffs and marshals, and did much 
toward bringing about the object of the 
meeting. The: umion was only formally or- 
ganized at that meeting and little busi- 
ness was transacted except the election of 
officers and the adoption of a few rerolu- 
tions. A committee on constitution and by- 
laws was appointed, and that committee 
Was to have reported at the Gainesvilie 
meeting of the union, but did not do so 
for the reason stated; the meeting ad- 
jJourning after electing officers. 

The Work To Be Done. 

At the Macon meeting of the union the 
report of the constitution and by-laws com- 
mittee will be received and acted on, and 
other business relating to the perfection of 
the orggnization will be brought up for 
consideration. There are a number of 1m:-

Liverpool Sends Over the Usual Weak 
| and Lower Market, 


A LARGE FALLING OFF IN SPOT SALES 


Though Futures Closed at Practically Un- 
changed Figures—W heat Gained 
About 13-8 Cents. 


New York, June 25.—The stock market to- 
fay in the main was firm and higher. While 
the transactions were by no means large it 
Was noticeable that the improvement in 
prices brought out comparatively few offer- 
ings, and that room traders are still dis 
pcsed to work on the bull side of the ac- 
ecunt. The only really weak spots were 
New England, Chicago Gas and Tennessee 
Coal and Iron. United States Leather de- 
clined l4s per cent, but subsequently fully 
recovered. NeW England, after opening lc 
higher at 53, broke to 50% and closed at 49%, 
the lowest of the day. The disposition to 
sell is explained by the fact that the Van- 
derbilt interests are credited with the pur- 
chase of a controliing interest in the shares 
and that the proverty will henceforth be 
operated for the advantage of the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford and New 
York Central. It was current report that 
the average price paid for the control of 
New England was in the neighborhood of 
oo.

The position taken by tne state is that 
it is not in contempt of Judge Simonton's 
order to seize liquor Gonsigned to any one 
in the state. James Donald jeined with him 
in his petition ‘all other persons in the 
state so situated,” in other words. all other 
persons In the state tg whom liquors would 
be consigned. On this petition Judge Si- 
monton issued the order of injunction re- 
straining all liquor constables in the state 
from seizing liquor consigned to any one 
in the state when that liquor was for the 
personal use of the consignee.

A ROYAL WEDDING. 


Princess Helene of Orleans Married 
to the Duke of Aosta. 

London, June 2%.—Prince Emanuel, duke 
of Aosta, was married 4n St. Raphael’s 
Catholic church, at Kingston-on-the- 
Thames, at 10:30 o’clock this morning, to 
Princess Helene, of Orleans, seeond daugh- 
ter of the late count of Paris. The church 
was profusely and beautifully decorated 
with tall palms, orchids, paintings, etc., 
and there was a profusion of white and 
pink roses around the altar. Princess 
Helene and her mother, Comtesse de Paris, 
drove in a carriage from the Orleans house, 
Twickenham, where the bride was born, 
to the church, The route from the resi- 
dence to the church was e@corated with 
flags and the general festive appearance 
of things was heightened greatly by the 
bright sunshine. The princess was robed 
in a white satin bridal dress, very simple 
in design and admirably suiting her tall, 
slender figure, with a veil of chantilly lace, 
especially woven at Bayoux for the occa- 
sion. Her headdress was a coronet of 
orange blossoms and she carried a bouquet 
of the same. The duke of Aosta was ac-

companied to the church by his brother, 
the count of, Turin. The Stride was given 
away by her uncle, the Duc de Chartres, 
her brother, Duc d’Orleans, the head of 
the Bourbon branch of the house of Or- 
leans, being incapacitated from performing 
that ceremony, owing to his recent acci- 
dent while shooting in Spain. 

It was in St. Raphael’s church that the 
count of Paris. and Princess Isabella, of 
Orleans, father and mother of the bride, 
were married in 1864, The marriage cere- 
mony was performed by the bishop of 
Southwark, Rt. Rev. John Butt. 

This Marriage Means .ncreased power to 
the exiled Orijieanists. The family is a 
rich one, and for many years has borne 
the entire expense of maintaining the 
royal:sts and keeping alive what little en- 
thusiasm is exhibited in their cause. Pro. 
vincial papers have been subsidized for 
years, and the guarded utterances of these 
journals have been made with the hope of 
fanning into Lvely activity .a monarchial 
wish in the minds of the peasantry. With 
a branch of the Italian house of royalty 
practically at its back, the claims of the 
Orleanists would be dangerous. 

There is only one other married daugh- 
ter of the late Comte de Paris, and she is 
now the queen of Portugal. The comte 
and his family were allowed to retnrn to 
France after the overthrow of Napoleon 


-IIlI, but when it was announced that his 


eldest daughter, the Princess Amelia, was 
to marry Prince Charles, heir to the throne 
of Portugal, the friends of the republic 
saw what the danger might be, and the 
comte and h's family were again exilec. 
Since that time they have lived happily 
at Stowe House, England. 

The duke of Aosta is a man of great im- 
portance in Italy. King Humbert was his 
ather’s elder .brother. His cousin, the 


prince of Naples, is the only barrier he- 


} 


tween him and the Italian throne. The 
duke is a young man of twenty-six years. 
He has two brothers, Victor, count of 
Turin, and Louis, duke of Abruzzi. His 
father married a second time in 1888, his 
choice being his niece, Princess Letit:a, 
daughter of Prince Napoleon Bonaparte 
and Princess Clot.lde. By this marriage 
he had a son, Humber, count of Salemi, 
who is now but six years of age. The 
family of the duke is descended from the 
counts of Savoy, who ftourished in the 
elaventh century. 
The Orleans Family. 

This is not the only strength of the Or- 
leans family in other thrones. A daugh- 
ter of the duke of Chartres, uncle of Louis 
‘Philippe, Robert, duke of Orleans, and 
present head of the family, is a princess 
of Denmark, and a son of the duke of 
Nemours, grand uncle of Lou's Philippe. 
Robert would have been empe@or consort 
of the Brazils, but for the revolution of a 
few years ago. Another cousin is Prince 
Ferdinand of Bulgaria, who occupies a 
throne in the Balkans. 

Besides her married sister, the Princess 
Helene has two other sisters, Isabella and 
Louise, and two brothers. All of: the chil- 
dren were born in England and reared ac- 
cording to the English custom.” They are 
more English in temperament than French, 
with the exception of the eldest brother, 
the duke of Orleans, who noW ranks as 
the rightful claimant to the throne as lald 
down by the doctrines of the royalist 
party. 

This young man has made quite a repu- 
tation for himself. Although scarcely 
twenty-seven years of age, he has figured 
in many intrigues, and prides himself 
upon h's ability as a gallant. In his twen- 
tieth year, it will be remembered, he smug- 
gied himself into France and endeavored 
to enlist in the French army, hoping, ap- 
parently, by this show of patriotism, to 
arouse enthusiasm among the people. 

Instead, he was arrested for violating 
his exile, and was sentenced to prison, but 
after spending a short time in jail he was 
released by the late President Carnot and 
sent back -to England. This young man 
has surrounded himself by all the ardent 
royalists that his large fortune will per- 
mit and he has expressed the intention of 
establishing a kind of miniature French 
court in London. ; 

Shortly after the death of his father on 
September 9th, of this year, while in the 
company of a number of his followers, he 
burst into tears and exclaimed: 

“Exile killed my father. I will endure 
anything rather than inaction. 1 will risk 
my head to return to France, and if I am 
fortunate enough to reign, I will risk my 
head rather than be driven out.” 

One doubting I’stener remarked that the 
French republic was as old in years as he, 
and that it also had something of a head 
to lose. 

Of the mother of 
the Count Paul Vasile once said: 
no history, and is therefore blessed.’’ She 
was the first cousin. of the late Comte de 
Paris, being the daughter of his father’s 
brother, the duke of Montpensier, her 
maiden name being Jsabeile d’Orleans de 
Montpensier. 

She has lived happily in England with 
her children and husband, and has not felt 
the curb of exile like the others did. She 
js distinctly a home woman, and cares 
nothing for intrigue. She is one ofthe 
best horsewomen in England, and spends 
many hours a day in the saddle, be‘ng un- 
usually fond of cross-country work. He, 
Gaughters have been reared in the same 
healthfui atmosphere. 

Association with America. 

The Orleans family has a peculiar {nter- 
est to Americans. Qouis XVI, Who was 
the reigning Bourbon at the time of our 
revolution, was the mainstay of the con- 
tinental powers which opposed England 
and which gave the states assistance of 
many kinds. It was he who refused to 
accept peace without the cond:tion that 
the United States should be recognized as 
free and independent. 

It was at the court of Louis 
that General Lewis Cass, of 
equaded the victory of Franklin. He was 
the trusted friend of the king, who re- 
fused to approve the quintuple treaty, and 
the right of search claimed by Great Bri- 
tain was not codified in the law of ha- 
tions. 

The family was identifled with 
war. The Comte de Paris, the duke of 
Chartres and their uncle, the Prince de 
Joinville, came to this country and offered 
their services to General MeCleilan, and 
they were given the rank of colonels on 
his staff. They ‘served during the cam- 
pa.gns of the Army of the Potomac, and 
with John Jacob Astor and Count von 
Hammerstein, who were also on the same 
staff, they formed a amess which cost 
each man about $5,000 a month main- 
tain. 

Another connection which the family has 
with this country was in the long residence 
of Louis Philippe near Philadelphia. To 
mainta.n himself and family during his 
exile, he gave dancing and drawing les- 
sons, making about $15 a week. Later he 
returned to France, and after the July up. 
rising of 1830 was crowned as the “citizen 
king.’’ 

Up to the time of the 
the Comte de Chambord, de 
Paris never questioned the legitimacy of 
his claim to the throne, as Chambord repre- 
sented the elder branch of the Bourbons. 
With his death that branch of the family 
became extinct. : 

At one time in his career, the accession 
of Chambord seemed so certain that the 
court entered France secretly at night, and 
even the ‘horses and carriages with which 
he was to make a triumphal entry to Paris 
were in readiness at Versailles. 

The failure of the enterprise was due to 
tse honesty of the Count de Chambord, 
who, rather than sacrifice what he deemed 
a great princ.ple, Killed his chances for- 
ever of mounting the throne of France. 
At the critical moment he issued a mani- 
festo, in which he said that the throne was 
his by divine right, and in accepting him 
as their king, France must also accept 
the white flag of the Bourbons us its 
national emblem, and haul down forever 
the tri-color of the revolution, of the em- 
pire, of the July outbreak and of the re- 
public. Strong pressure was brought upon 
the comte to induce him to recede from his 
position, but without avail, and go ended 
the last serious effort to do away with the 
republic.

PROGRAMME ANNOUNCED YESTERDAY 


The Soldier Boys Will Have a Jolly 
Week ot It on tke Pretty Little 
Island. 


The soldier boys from Atlanta and neigh- 
boring towns got none of this year’s state 
encampment at Griffin, but they will have 
a week of camp life on their own hook, 
Which, from the programme completed and 
announced yesterday by Colonel John A. 
Candler, will be the most enjoyable outing 
the Fifth has ever experienced. ’ 

They will go into camp at St. Simon’s, as 
has already been announced, and every 
company in the regiment will be represent- 
ed by a full quota of men. Every individval 
soldier in the regiment is anxious to take 
advantage of the opportunity of having a 
touch of camp life. 

The regiment will go into camp on St. 
Simon's July lith. The soldier boys will 
leave Atlanta Saturday night, probably 
going by way of the Central railroad and 
Plant system, via Macon and Albany to 
Brunswick. The regiment will remain in 
camp one. week, returning on Saturday 
night, July 20th. 

‘The tents will be shipped this week from 
Camp Northen to Brunswick, where tent 
floors, Kitchens, etce., are now being -uilt. 
Pumps are being driven at the camp site 
also, that fresh water may be had con- 
venient to camp.
